PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


President Roosevelt's first message to 


Congress was read in both Houses on 
Tuesday. 
The communication 
was 


dated "White House," instead of "Exec- 
utive Mansion," as other messages have 
been. 


The message begins with a tribute to 


President McKinley, and then severely 
arraigns anarchists and recommends 
measures for their suppression. Publicity 
is recommended in dealing with "the so- 
called Trusts," but at the same time a 
warning is given against crude and ill 
considered legislation afiecting the busi- 
ness interests of the nation. 


Chinese exclusion and ship subsidies 


are recommended; any general tariff re- 
vision is opposed, but reciprocity is 
warmly indorsed, the President declar- 
ing that "reciprocity is the-handmaiden 
of protection." He believes that a De- 
partment of Commerce, headed by a Cab- 
inet officer known as the Secretary of 
Commerce, should be created. 
The 


reclamation of the arid lands of tbe 
West by irrigation is warmly reeom' 
mended; army reform, without army in- 
crease, is advocated, and the Pacific 
cable, the isthmian canal, the upbuild- 
ing of the navy and & reduction of tariff 
upon imports from Cuba are urged. 


MAKYLASD'S PRIMARIES. 


Maryland, like many other states, is 


having trouble in making laws to govern 
primary elections. It ia recognized there, 
as elsewhere, that political influences 
have tbeir foundation at tbe primaries, 
and that for the purification of politics 
it is necessary to begin at the beginning. 
A movement is on foot, therefore, look- 
ing to some system by which these pri- 
maries may be made representative of 
tha people and savoring less of bossism. 
The Baltimore Sun makes these suggest- 
ions: 


Heretofore the primaries of both par- 
ties have been uiore or less a sham and a 
snure. 
The result has always been a 


foregone conclusion, and the newspapers 
have ordinarily been able to announce 
the candidates before the primaries were 
held. 
And this might be done even 


though tbe actual voting and count were 
both lair. In fact in a majority of eases 
there is no contest. The party organi- 
zation announces its ticket aud the belief 
that the ticket will win is so strong thai 
it is difficult to persuade anyone to de- 
posit the necessary sum of money to en- 
title him to make the contest. Here lies 
the main defect of the present system. 
What, then, is tbe remedy't Enact 
a simple and uncomplicated law to 
regulate the primary elections. Sur- 
round them v-'ith all the safeguards 
agaiust fraud which are provided at the 
general elections, limit tbe costs to as 
small a sum as is practicable and then 
let tbat cost be paid out of the public 
treasury. Make the Held clear for anj 
citizen to be a candidate for the nomi- 
nation without cost to him aud provide 
tbat eveiy ballot shall be counted as 
Cil.il. 


Tho primary is the fountain head ot 


thy government, and the fountain ahould 
not only be kept pure, but its purity 
should be above suspicion. 


MAKKEJ) UP FIFTY PER (JEST. 


Duri&g tbe ten years prior to June 30, 


1S98, the annual expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment never exceeded $384,000,000 
and the average was less than 8350,000,- 
000. Last year the expenditures were 
cioae to $500,000,000, and they will be al- 
most as much this year. Next year they 
are certain to be more. 


The estimates sent in to Congress from 


the executive departments foot up $610,- 
327,683. Of this amount $100,000,000 is 
asked for tbe army, $73,000.000 for tbe 
navy and $140.000,000 for pensions. More 
than half of this vast contemplated ex- 
penditure is for the military service. 


"Expansion," following the Spanish 


war, has marked up the cost of govern- 
ment in this country $160,000,000 a year, 
or nearly 50 per cent. What is the av- 
erage American man getting for his 
tiixes now that he did not receive in 
1S!)7 f 
Is 
his national Government 


worth 50 per cant, more to him than it 
was four years ago ¥—Hartford 
Time*. 


EVERY now and then some Republi- 


can organization refers to "our match- 
less leaders" in the United States Senate 
—Quay and Peurose. 
The names of 


Qiiiij and Peuiose, as a matter of fact, 
however, appear but seldom in connec- 
tion with any important legislation; 
their specialties are in the line of pen- 
sions, lor political purposes. Last week 
Mr. Quay introduced a new pension bill, 
which grants pensions to all honorably 
diacbarged soldiers of the Civil War 
who served for a period o£ 90 days or 
more. It provides that no widow's pen- 
sion shall be less than $12 a month; vet- 
erans of 50 and under 55 are to get $6 a 
month ; of 55 and under 60, $8 a month ; 
of BO and ovei $10 a month. Pension at- 
torneys are allowed fees of $10 for get- 
ting claims through. 


AN organized corps of competent phy- 


sicians, under the direction of the |Bu- 
reau of Health, has started upon a 
house-to-house visitation in Philadel- 
phia, in order to make sure that every 
person m the city has been properly vac- 
cinated. 


TOWN COUNCIL. 


J. B. Colgrove, representing the W. W. & G. 


R. R , Present-General Business 


ol the Body. 


The Borough Council met in regular 


monthly session last Tuesday evening. 
All the members were present, and Pre&i 
dent Patterson, of the Third ward, pre- 
sided. 


A discussion was precipitated by the re- 


quest of J. Oliver Biocher, made through 
C. E. Spangler, of tbe Second ward, that 
an electric light be placed on the hill 
near hia house. 
Tb« Council decided 


that, since there are already too many 
lights on tbe line, too many for good light 
such as che town ia paying for, his re- 
quest-, though recognized aa a juet one, 
must be tabled. 


J. E. McCaiumon appeared in person to 


protest against the change of giade made 
by Martin Winter iu the alley in the rear 
ol Mr. McCaminon'a property on Carlisle 
street. Mr. Winter bad filled up the al- 
ley, tbua preventing the water from flow- 
ing o£f (the piping provided by Mr. Win- 
ter being insufficient to carry off the water) 
with the result that Mr. McCammon'a 
stable waa flooded by the recent heavy 
rains. The Council recognized the justice 
of the complaint and ordered the Highway 
Committee to confer with Mr. Winter 
about the matter. A motion to that effect 
was paased. 


The policemen appeared, to aak the 


Council's aid in purchasing overcoats for 
uee this winter. 
Mr. Oyler, of the First 


ward, moved that $(> be granted each for 
this purpose, Mr. Wisotzkey, of the Third 
ward, seconding the motion. The objec- 
tion was made that thiH would create a 
bad precedent; the policemen are changed 
ao often and each new one would present 
tha same request 
Mr. Tudor held that il 


the pay of the policemen is not auflicient 
to allow them to buy overcoats then their 
salaries ought to be raised ; that this would 
be the proper course of procedure iu the 
matter. 
OUier strong objections were 


made and the motion waa defeated. 


It was reported by Mr. Wiaotakey that 


the stone crusher was in need of repairs. 
Some one had tried to feed the crusher 
with sledge hammers, which the machine 
was not able to digest, causing a twisting 
of its internal oigauism. 
Ou motion the 


Highway Committee was instructed to h'ud 
out the probable cost of making the repairs 
necessary to putting the crusher iu good 
shape again aud to report at the January 
meeting. 


C. S. Duncan, Esq., attorney for tne 


Council, presented the matter of the Harry 
M. Stable Fund, stating that but a part oi 
the fuad had been paid to tho boiough. 
The attorney was ordered to grant a 
limited time for the payment of the bal- 
ance, $1,675. 


The Council then received Dr. Jamas B. 


Colgrove, who appeared ou behalf of the 
Washington, Westminster & Gettysburg 
Railroad. 


Dr. Colgrove reiterated his arguments 


presented at the maas meeting held in the 
Court-houae several weeks ago. lie said 
that he had come specially from New York 
to see the Council. Ilia company, he de- 
clared, is determined to build this road. 
Men with millions back of them have gone 
over the proposed route. Contracts are 
being prepared. The Hue from Gettys- 
burg to Kockville, Md., will be 78 miles 
long, and tbe cost per mile will be $25,000. 
He said that the connection between the 
Pennsylvania Kailroad and the Baltimore 
& Ohio, which latter haa given the W. W. 
i& G. entrance into Washington over ita 
tracks, ia very close, men, who are officers 
in both companies, having Eigued the 
agreement to allow the proposed road to 
enter the capital over the B. & 0. tracks. 
His purpose in appearing before the Coun- 


cil, 
he aaid, was to aecure an expression ol 


good will from it, aomething that would 
encourage the officers in New York City. 
After an invitation to the Council to meet 
him at the Eagle Hotel after adjournment 
he retired.

the year. There were 165.739 gallons of 
spirits distilled and 194.093 barrels of beer 
brewed. There were 12,977,825 pounds 
of tobacco required for tbe cigars. 


Monday morning last, J. N. Slagle, 


treasurer of the Hanover Saving Fund So- 
ciety, was stricken with paralysis 'in tbe 
bank.

EXPERTS SAY THAT PENNSYLVANIA AGRI 


CULTURISTS FOLLOW OLD METHODS 


TOO CLOSELY. 


Lecturers furn shed by the State De- 


pat tment of Agriculture at the aeries of 
farmers' institutes to be held through- 
out Pennsylvania this winter will make 
a soecial effort to impress upon farmers 
the necessity of paying more attention 
to growing crops which are more profit- 
able than the cropa which many are now 
grown K 


Manv of these lecturers believe that 


the trouble with the average Pennsyl- 
vania farmer 18 that he is tollowinf too 
closely HI the path of his forefathers by 
growing wheat and other cereals, when
